Pretty 
good  kids  for  the  most  part;  a  few  ornery  ones, 
but  that's  to  be  expected.  We  have  a  few  who 
look  pretty  promising  too.

JAKE.  Would  you  mind  stepping  out  here  for  a  moment  to  tell  a  tew  folks  about  Alhambra  High. 

Folks,  this  is  our  principal,  Dr.  Norman  B.  Scharer.  Would  you  please  tell  us  a  few  things  about  our  school? 

DR.  SCHARER.  I'd  be  glad  to.  Well,  let's  see.  For  size  we  have  about  twenty-two  hundred  students.  We  draw 
from  Alhambra,  Monterey  Park,  San  Gabriel — even  some  from  Temple  City.  A  few  come  here  on  permits  too.  As 
for  the  school  itself,  it's  made  of  brick  and  stucco.  A  fewnew  buildings — ^the  main  building  here  was  built  in  1924; 
the  others  are  older. 

The  name  comes  from  the  Alhambra  in  Spain.  It  seems  to  fit;  the  Valley  is  not  unlike  the  Spanish  countryside 
around  the  fortress  castle.  .  . 

JAKE  [Interrupting]  What  about  the  Board  of  Education? 

DR.  SCHARER.  The  Board  of  Education  Is  one  of  the  most  Important  groups  in  the  community.  There  are  five  mem¬ 
bers,  one  representing  San  Gabriel,  one  from  Monterey  Park,  and  the  others  from  the  Alhambra  area.  They  meet  on 
the  first  and  third  Mondays  of  each  month. 

JAKE.  Yep,  guess  the  Board  is  pretty  Important.  Say — how'd  you  folks  like  to  look  in  on  a  meeting  for  a  minute?

Someone  was  dumping  tree  stumps  on  the  fifty-yard 
line  of  the  proposed  stadium,  but  Mr.  Yelland  finally  straightened  out  the  matter  after  appealing  to  the  Alhambra 


City  Council,  which  in  turn  brought  the 
trouble  to  the  Pasadena  Council's  attention.
